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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that JP'551 does not disclose a 
discharge nozzle meeting the limitations of claim 4, which recites: "wherein said discharge nozzle includes a curved surface shaped inner 
wall which forms a focal point at said discharge port or in the vicinity of said discharge port". This is not found persuasive. By dictionary 
definition, "focal point" is a center of activity, interest, or attention <a href="http://www.learnersdictionary.com/search/focal point">focal 
point</a>; therefore, the nozzle of JP'551 have an inner curved surface will form a focal point at said discharge port or in the vicinity of said 
discharge port as same as the nozzle of the present application. Applicant further argues that JP'551 is an apparatus for injecting a molten 
liquid from a nozzle into a mold. There is no atomization in JP'551 and there is no disclosure that the molten liquid leaves the nozzles in the 
form of droplets of any shape. This is not found persuasive. JP'551 is only cited for the missing limitation "said discharge nozzle includes a 
curved surface shaped inner wall, and others limitations have been disclosed by Miller, Yamada, and Anderson. Further, the examiner 
recognizes that references cannot be arbitrarily combined and that there must be some reason why one skilled in the art would be 
motivated to make the proposed combination of primary and secondary references. In re Nomiya, 184 USPQ 607 (CCPA 1975). 
However, there is no requirement that a motivation to make the modification be expressly articulated. The test for combining references is 
what the combination of disclosures taken as a whole would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re McLaughlin, 1 70 USPQ 209 
(CCPA 1 971 ). References are evaluated by what they suggest to one versed In the art, rather than by their specific disclosures. In re 
Bozek, 163 USPQ 545 (CCPA 1969). . 
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
